The Santa Fe Will Reapect Existing 
Agreements—Fair Prospect ofa 
Walkout by Trainmen— 
Union Pacific Affairs. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Torexa, April 18.-—-[By the Associ- 
ated Press,] In speaking of the strike 
onthe Santa Fé road, a railroad man 
today made the following significant 
statement: ‘The strike inaugurated 
here a week ago was the beginning of 
labor troubles which are to test the 
relative strength of the railroads and 
organized. labor all over the country. 
It is now the understanding among the 
men that the real reason their contract 
was not signed by the Santa Fé was on 
account of an agreement recently en- 
tered into by the General Managers 
and Presidents’ Association to sign no 
more contracts with organized labor. 
This agreement was entered into by 
all the roads in the United States, at 
the meeting held in Chicago about the 
time President Manvel died, and we 
reach our conclusions about the action 


taken at the meeting from an 
article written immediatelv after 
the meeting by President J. C. 
Clark of the Mobile and Ohio. 


This letter was published in the Rail- 
way Age, and the writer proved from 
his standpoint that the railroads must 
combine to defeat organized labor, or, 
as he said, to meet organized labor. 
Many of the roads, including the Santa 
Fé, have contracts with other organiza- 
tions than ours, and it is the under- 
standing of the men that these con- 
tracts are to be annulled at the earliest 
possible moment.”’

The Road Will Respect: An 
Agreemen 
(Kan.,) April 18.—/By the 
Associated Press.} A sensation of con- 
siderable magnitude was created this 
afternoon, when it was noijsed about 
that a general strike of .all the train- 
men on the Santa Fé system would oc- 
cur tomorrow. It has been discovered 
that a joint committee appointed by the 
five organizations of trainmen called 
upon John Plaiter, superintendent of 
machinery, this afternoon and requested 
him to inform them whether it was 
true that the company had de- 
cided to annul, as soon as _ pos- 
sible, ail the contracts with the organi- 
zationsthey represented, and made no 
new ones, intimating, if a satisfactory 
answer: was not given, the men would 
strike. Plaiter said he would surely re- 
spect all the contracts in force with the 
trainmen’s organizations. Whether 
the men consider the answer satisfac- 
tory itis difficult to tell, as they are 
very reticent on the subject. 

Judging from the meagre informa- 
tion at hand, it appears that the strike 
will probably not take place tomorrow, 
but the difficulty is by no means settled. 

The trainsmen’s organization held a 
meeting tonight, but will not give outa 
word as to what they intend to do.

Successfu by the Lick 
in Chile, 


Important Verification of a Far-reaching 
Theory—A Picture of the Corona 
>, ‘Made ™ Months Agoa True 


By Telegraph to The Times, 


§. Holden, 
director of the Lick Observatory, iele- 
graphs the following . to the Associated 
Press: 

“A cipher telegram just received 
from Prof, Schaeberle, in Chile, in- 
forms us that the Lick Observatory ex- 
pedition to observe the total solar 
eclipse has been guccesstul in every re- 
spect. The mechanical theory of the 
selar corona, proposed» by Prof. Schae- 
berle, has been verified, <A drawing of 
the corona of April 16 was published 
by him in January Jast asa prediction 
of what this corona wag to be like, and 
I understand his telegram to mean that 
the picture . made hy him months ago 
“was @ true’ representation of the actual 
corona visible at the eclipse. This is 
an important verification of a very far- 
reaching theory, The expansion of the 
solar corona was first photographed at 


the California eclipse of January 1, 
1889, and fully described in the Lick 
Observatory report of that eclipse. Its 


existence was doubted by various Euro- 
pean astronomers, and the cloudy 
weather did not allow it tobe plainly 
photographed at the eclipse of Decem-. 
ber, 1889. Now,. however, Prof. 
Schaeberle has telegraphed that it has 


| been successfully photographed at his 


station, high ppon the mountains. Fifty 
photographs have been secured by 
Prof. Schaeberle and his assistants, 
using three different telescopes. One 
of these instruments gives an image of 
the sun four inches in diameter, and 
the corona covers a plate 18x22 inches 
in size. The whole programme was sat- 
isfactorily carried out. It is only 
proper to add that the expenses of the 
Lick Observatory expedition were gen- 
erously provided for by a gift from Mrs. 
Senator Hearst of California, to whom 
science thus owes a new debt.’’

BrussExs, April 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Inthe Chamber of 
Representatives at Brussels this morn- 
ing Premier Bunaert congratulated the

ports on the proposals for the revision 
of the Constitution would be debated to- 
morrow. The chamber, however,. de- 
cided to have the reports prepared and 
brought in for debate at once. 

This action is believed to have been 
precipitated by the presence of the 
great throng about the precincts of the 
chamber, who were evidently very 
much excited. The approaches to the 
chamber were strongly guarde1 to pre- 


vent violence being done obnoxious 
members. 


SUFFRAGE FOR ALL. | 

The Chamber of Representatives re- 
assembled after the preparation of the 
reports on the revision of the Constitu- 
tion, and by a vote of 119 to 12, with 
‘from voting; 
adopted universal suffrage, with a pro- 
vision for plural voting by classing the 
owning of property according to the 
amount and occupation of the property- 
owner. 
were followed by prodigious acclama- 
tions from the enormous crowd that 
waited the result of the voting outside 
the chamber. | 

THE PEOPLE'S TRIUMPH. 

The_ greatest enthusiasm was dis- 
everywhere, 
‘joined in the jubilee in honor of the 
great ‘triumph which they have 
achieved. 

It is expected the-decision in favor of 
universal-s will have an aliaying 
effect upon the:popalar excitement and 
agitation which has been rapidly assum- 
ing the dimensions of a general insur- 
rection. 

The dread of a terrible uprising of 
the people, similar to that of the 
French Revolution in its resistless rage 
against privilege and power, had _ the 
effect of bringing the Chamber of Rep- 
resentatives around to the popular 
side. There is no doubt in many minds 
that had the chamber not acted 
promptly there would have been a rev- 
olution in Brussels. 

ACTION OF THE LABOR LEADERS, 

In view of the action of the Depu- 
ties, the labor leaders resolved, at a 
meeting this evening, to advise the 
abandonment of the general strike. At 
the same time they decided to issue to 
the people a manifesto against the 
Nyssen Bill, which proposes a combina- 
tion of plural voting and universa 


suffrage. The leaders will urge the 
people to follow up the victory by 
agitating unceasingly for universal 


suffrage, pure and simple. 
THE RIOTERS. 
Several People Killed and Injured in 
Street Fights.

Yesterday's Session Discusses the Keeley 
Cure. 

San Francisco, April 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

Dr. George F. Shiels of San Fran- 
cisco declared the principle of hyp- 
tonism, underlying what he termed 
Keeley ‘‘auackery,’”’ is a good thera- 
peutic method generally. 

Other physicians warmly déclared 
the results of the Keeley methods, were 
good, but there wasa pretty general 
consensus of opinion that there was no 
valuable secret about the treatment, 
and that the remedy had no real medi- 
cinal value. If the results were benefi-

An Immeuse Electric Station, 
{Engineering Magazine. | 

St. Louis boasts of one of the largest 
electric central stations in the world. 
It has nineteen boilers, more than 5000 
horse-power of engines and dinamos, 
and consumes nearly 100 tons of coal 
perday. Lhedynamos are located on 
the third floor of the main building, 
where no less than seventy-five of these 
machines may be seen at work ina 
single room. The switchboard is 60 
feet long. The area of the district 
served from this station is fifty square 
miles, within which are 2100 munici- 
pal street lamps supplied through 5382 
miles of wire. There are besides these, 
1500 commercial lamps, 
miles of wire, making an aggregate of 
3600 arc lamps. From the same 
station an area of thirty square miles 
is supplied by the alternating sys- 
tem with 20,000 incandescent lamps of 
16-candle-power each, some of which 
are over twelve miles distant. Finally 
there are twenty miles of wire in the 
power circuits, to which thus far 250 
horse-power of small motors have Yeen 
attached, working at a potential of 500 
volts. All the wires are overhead,

He ~recapitulated his. arguments ad- | 
vanced last week, and then proceeded 
to show thatthe jurisdiction of the 
United States has always been based 
upon property interest, and _ not 
sovereign dominion overthe sea. Mr. 
Carter quoted from the diplomatic cor- 
respondence and the opinions of Eng- 
lish jurists regarding the ukase issued 
by Russia in 1821. America and Great 
Britain jointly protested against this 
ukase, but Great Britain had with- 
drawn the protest because of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

Mr. Carter spoke at length conceri- 
ing the mistranslations and other gar- 
bling of the. Russian documents orig- 
inally incorporated in the evidence for 
the United States. Great Britain cou'd 
not truthfully accuse the United States 
of bad faith in the matter, as all the 
untrustworthy documents had been 
withdrawn. In reading partions of the 
correspondence between the late ex- 
-Secretary Blaine and Mr. Salisbury, 
Mr. Carter laid special stress on a cer- 
tain letter from Mr. Blaine, which did 
not represent the Bering Sea as a mare 
-clausum, but only claimed absolute 
rights over a small portion.of it, al- 
though the United States Government 
considered itself to be within its rights 
‘when it suppressed pelagic sealing.

The Dowager Duchess of Sutherland's

£250 this morning for contempt of 
court in burning the papers which the 
court ordered her to allow the opposing 
counsel in the contested will case of 
the late Duke of Sutherland to inspect.

Commission, with a view. to bringing 
about a chapge in the head of the de-

‘Dr. Bruce of the Royal Society of Edin. 
burgh has read a paper before the members 
of that institution describing a case of hu.

A Cloud of Hornets Takes Possession of « 
Kalilroad Train in Mexico. 

Ihave had just one experience of be- 
ing held up by train robbers, says a 
writer in the Globe-Democrat. It was 
at the hands of some Texas gentlemen,

THE POLICE SITUATION.

The Movement for the Disruption of 
the Commission. 


It is Taking Definite Shape and if There 
in No Hitch an Effort Will Be 
Made to Put it Through 
Tomorrow, 


There is no doubt ‘but what the mové- : 


ment for the disruption. of the Police 
Commission, with a view. to bringing 
about a chapge in the head of the de- 
partment, as outlined in Tur Times yes- 
terday' morning,. has taken definite 
shape, and, if there is no hitch in the 
programme, it will be. carried’ out at 
the meeting of the Council tomorrow 
morning, or Monday at the furthest. 
The matter was generally discussea 
at the City Hall yesterday, and it was 
freely stated that the combination bad 
been made. Most. of the Councilmen 
were seen, and ail admitted'that ‘‘they 
had heard rumors,’’ but denied that 
anything definite beeh’ agreed 
upon. - President Teed stated that 
there had...been:some.. talk.a week 
or two ago about’ removing 
Tufts from the commission, 
the Republican members 1 
to countenance such action, 
matter then dropped. but ‘was -after- 
ward revived, the flater proposition 
being to remove the efitire commission, 
and appoint a new board. The Demo- 
cratic members also‘‘had heard rumors,”’ 
but they, too, declared that they had 
agreed upon nothing. In answer to the 
direct questions as to whether a caucus 
had been held by the Democratic mem- 
bers and Mr. Strohm, they denied that 
there had been any such conference. 
It was learned, however, that there 
had been several informal talks between

them, but Mr. Strom was not present, | 


thé latest taking place late yesterday 
afternoon. It was also. ascertained 


that there had been a conference of 


some length between Chief Glass and 
Mr. Strohm, but the,result could not be 
ascertained. If was stated, however,

could not withstand it, and consented to 
join the Democrats., .It :should also be 
stated that the Councilmen all denied 
that there was any intention of going 
after Chief Glass’s scalp, the statement 
being made that bis name’ had’ never 
been mentioned:in any: of the talks. 

_ The programme, as stated last even- 
ing, contemplates the removal of all 
Police Commissioners, with the 
possible exception of Mr. Weldon, 
and the appointment of a com- 
mission that would pursue’ a “‘lib- 
eral’? policy toward the liquor in- 
terests, that is, who would wink at 
the Sunday closing law, and allow the 
midnight closing ordinance to become a 
dead letter. Whether this ‘‘liberal’’ 
pclicy is to extend to permitting gam- 
bling has not been settled, but the gen- 
eral talk is that even this is not beyond 
the range of possibilities. 

The Democrats are busily canvassing 
the situation, and from surface indica- 
tions they seem to regard the change as 
good as made. In fact. quite a number 
of the faithful are making .-an active 
campaign already forthe chiefship.

Dr. Bruce.of the Royal Society of Edin 
burgh has read a paper before the members 
of that institution describing a case of hu. 
man cyclopia, or ‘single eye.” case, 
which was brought to his notice long 
enough before the meeting of the society to 
give plenty of time for a careful. analysis cf 
it, is one of the most remarkable in med- 
ical literature. The skull of the infart 
possessing this rare case of “‘single eye’”’ is 
ng with but. one eye socket, lozenge 
shape, situated in the center of the fore- 
head just at the “root of the nose.’’ This 
socket is furnished with two pairs of eye- 
lids, upper and lower, both sets being per- 
fect in shape and action. .The nose of the 
monstrosity was as badly “out of line’ as 
the eye itself, being represented by a tissue 
attached to the forehead above the eye, 
which, as noted, was a ‘medial optic. 

After the death of this single eyed crea 
ture a postmortem microscopic examina- 
tion of the eya was male. <A carcfully pre- 
pared statemept of the facts fhus adduced 
shows that the socket contained two rudi- 
mentary eyes besides the optic, which 
peeped naturally from between the eyelids; 
also that these were provided with separate 
rudimentary “retin®, sprigging 
from a single optic vesidle.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

A Cloud of Hornets Takes Possession of « 
Rallroad Train in Mexico. 

Thave had just one experience of be- 
ing held up by train robbers, says a 
writer in the Globe-Democtat. It was 
at the hands of some Texas gentlemen, 
and in company with a good-sized train 
load of fiery Southrons and mild Bast 
ern folk; and I well remember how the 
sand sifted out of the boot heels of the 
whole crowd, and we sat or stood or.

They are beautiful and | attractive 
dogs, and workmen of the “parter”” or- 
der of merit. They are as much at 
home on land as in water, end make ex- 

cellent wild-fowl retrievers. The color, 
however, is against them, as it readily 
reveals their presence to the keen-eved 
duck. The coat is long, heavy and of a 
clear white, with ears of ‘lemon or 
orange. They, unlike all other span- 
iels, hunt absolutely mute, and can draw 
right up to their game béfore flushing. 
They require less training for field 
work than any. other breed.

Cocker Spaniel Denver Dell (24,865). 


_ is saturated, a wise provision of nature 
against cold and. icy water, in which 
they are often required to work, A 
few years ago there’ were two well de- 
tined varieties, known as the North of 
freland and the McCarthy breeds, the 
, former being now practically extinct. 

They were lower and heavier than the 
_ dog as known today, and not nearly so 
well adapted to the work required of 
them. They are very difficult to break, 
being hard ..mouthed ..and exceed- 
ingly wild, but always willing to work. 

The English’ water spaniel, said to 
have been a most useful animal, is also 
practically extinct. They were noted 
as having excelled as retrievers: of 
wounded birds, 

The "Sussex spaniel takes its name 
from the county of Sussex in England, 
where it is thought to have originated. 
[ts origin is. not known toa eertainty, 
but many writers claim for it greater 


antiquity than. any other breed 
of the spaniel. They are one of 
the handsomest of all spaniels, 


being of a rich golden liver, and 
are built on very compact lines, low 


_-~~and long, with powerful shoulders and 


strong, straight limbs. They are ex- 
cellent as retrievers, as their color 
blends so well with the covert that the 
wily duck would never suspect their 
presence. However, they are very 
noisy, which detracts from their weofel- 
ness in many kinds of shooting. 
‘The Norfolk spaniel is virtually ex- 
tinct, but the characteristics are still 
observable in the many nondescript 
spaniels of all colors one sees in the 
cities of the United States and Canada. 
The name comes, as did the breed, from 
the county of Norfolk in England. 
They, like the Sussex, are noisy 
workers, but very useful, nevertheless. 
By far the most numerous and popu- 
lar strains of the present time are the 
black field and cocker spaniels. They 


were fitst brought to public notice by 


Sir Francis Burdette of England. They 
are. the outcome of long and careful. 
breeding, but the purest bred stil fail 
to breed true. The varieties, for con- 
venience, are distinguished merely by 
weight, the ¢ocker ranging from eight- 
een to twenty-eight pounds, ail over 
that being classed as field. With their 
beautiful jet. black, glossy coats and 
lean ‘‘blood-like’’ heads, they form a 
most attractive feature of the 
bench shows. Many fine. specimens 
of the breed otker than black may be 
met with throughout the country, but 
they are rare on this Coast.. The cocker 
is the smallest of the sporting spaniels, 
and was originally used exclusively in 
the ancient kingdom of Wales for 
woodcock shooting, hence their name.

Frank Carpenter's Lecture 


Evening. 


An Entertaining Discourse Illus- 
trated With Stereopticon. 


The Lecturer’s Experience as an In- 
terviewer of Great Men. 


De Chadwick, the Poet Preacher, 
Unity Church—An Eloquent Address 
on the Life and Character of 


Theodore Parker.

Frank G. Carpenter, the well-knowu 
newspeper correspondent whose name 
is familiar to readers of Tue Times, re- 
counted his experiences as an inter- 
viewer to an appreciative audience last 
night at the Los Angeles Theater. 

Mr. Carpenter is a small man, physi- 


_ tally, weighing less than one hundred 


pounds, but what there is of him seems 
to be all energy. He has a fair voice 
and speaks with fluency. Mr. Car- 
penter calls his lecture ‘‘picture talks,”’ 
a title well chosen, for a stereopticon 
view of the person or place touched 
upon by the lecturer appears just at the 
right time. As the room is entirely 
darkened, the lecturer is unseen and 
the picture in front ot the audience 
seems to do the talking. Excellent 
views of James G. Blaine, Chief 
Justice Fuller, ex-President Harrison, 
President and Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Logan, Senators Hoar, Sherman and 
Allisou elicited applause as they were 
thrown on the stereopticon sheet. Mr. 
Carpenter also took his audience abroad 


and told of his talks with Li Hung 


Chang, the Viceroy of China, with the 
late Khedive of Egypt, Li Hung, the 
King of Corea, King George of Greece, 
Prince Bismarck and other notables 
whose names are often heard in the 
diplomatic world. e 

Another interesting feature of the 
lecture was the description of the Jab- 
ofatory of Inventor Edison at Menlo 
Park, N. J. 

Mr. Carpenter, with his talk and pic- 
tures, literally kept his audience in the 
dark during two hours of solid enlight- 
enment. 


THEODORE PARKER. 


An Eloquent Tribute from Dr, Chadwick, 
ithe Poet-preacher. 


Rev. J. W. Chadwick, poet 
preacher, lectured 
Unity Church to'a large audience. 
Rev. Mr. Chadwick is one of the di- 
rectors of the American Unitarian As- 
and is ont here ona tour of 
inspection. He is pastor of the Second 
Unitarian Church of Brooklny, N. Y., 
and has written many beautiful hymns, 
He was introduced last night by Rev. J. 
S. Thomson, who gave the above facts, 
and added to them some pleasant words

Mr. Chadwick, without any prelim- 
inaries, proceeded at once to his sub- 
ject—Theodore Parker—a man, he said, 


_ who wasthe result of a development 


the: @ 
in 1810, ifliving now, he would be a 
year younger than Gladstone, of a nat- 
urally sturdy constitution, a lover of 
books and study, with a marvelous Cca- 
pacity for acquisition, of fine ardor and 
ability, he died at 49, and in that less 
than half century accomplished enough 
to make him one of the figureheads of 
the Nation. The first book he pur- 
chased was Ainsworth’s Latin dietion- 
ary, the nucleus of a library of 12,000 
unbound and 7000 bound volumes, col- 
lected in thirty-five vears. Of Theo- 


dore Parker it might truly be said, orn 


him was life;’’ his sermons thrilled 
with it, his prayers glowed with it, and 
his letters danced with it. There was 
nothing morbid about him, but rather a 
tonic was in his atmosphere. It could 
be said of him as it could not be said of 
Channing, “his delight was with the 
sons of men.’’ While Channing was 


interested in men in an intellectual 


sense, Parker was interested in a hu- 
-Mansense; nothing human was indif- 
ferentto him; he honored every func- 
tion of nature. When Channing writes 
of love and marriage, how abstract it 
is; with Parker, how real and life-like. 
His sympathy was wider than human- 
it took in the animal and veg- 
etable world as well. Another quality 
of Parker was his simplicity and home- 
liness of language; ninety-one out of 
one hundred of his words were Saxon, 


against eighty-five of Webster and. 
_seventy-four of 


Sumner. Everyone 
who knows Theodore Parker knows he 
was a devotee of transcendentalism, 
but his transcendentalism was the ex- 
planation to himself and to others of 
his theology was a 
reflection of his own personal charac- 
ter; it was the life which men felt.in 
his sermons—pulsing through his 
prayers. He won men, not by argn- 
ment, but by divine contagion. 
There was plenty of denial in 
his writings, but no doubt. The moral 
gladiator in the theological and politi- 
cal arena is revealed to usin his closet 


asasaint. Itewas of Theodore Parker’s’ 


creed that Abraham Lincoln said: ‘*In 
this kind of Christianity, in this kind of 
Jssus, I do believe.’’ 

The lecturer dwelt upon the ecclesi- 
astical conflict between Parker and his 
Unitarian brethren during which he de- 
livered in Boston his five famous lec- 
tures; afterward published under the 
title of ‘‘A Discourse of Matters Per- 
taining to Religion.”’ ‘This marked the 

arting between two ways, on the one 
band authority was measured by truth, 
and on the other truth was measured by 
authority. Pgfker believed so much 
more than others and went about his 
iconoclastic work, not that religion 
might be less but that it might be some- 
thing more. God here and now, was 
nis central affirmation; as near to every 
mother’s heart as to the heart of Mary;

A Twelve-year-old New Jersey Mute Who 
is m Terror to Keepers. 

Head Keeper James Patterson of the 
New Jersey State Prison has charge of 
probably the youngest criminal in the 
-United States. The youngster is 
serving a two years’ sentence ‘‘at hard 
labor’ for burglary. When he was ad- 
mitted into the prison he was either 11 
or 14 years old. The boy claimed to be 
14, while relatives said he was but 11 
yearsold. The boy is deaf and dumb. 
He was sentenced for burglary at Egg 
Harbor City, Atlantic county, April 27 
1892" The deaf mute prisonéf can 
pick any lock-he has everseen. Charles 
Kroekel is his name, and his criminal 


‘| career began when he was but 9 years 


old. Heis the son of honest German 
parents, and they, with the residents 
of Egg Harbor City, dread the lad's 
release, for, young as he is, he at one 
time passed as the ‘“‘terror of Kkgg 
Harbor.’’ Prison-keeper Patterson has 
found the little fellow a 
elephant, and he will not regret his 
departure, although Charley seems to 
like the place and all the’ keepers. 
The boy was_ sentenced at ‘hard 
labor,’’ but wkat labor to give so small 
a prisoner was a conundrum. It was 
decided to use him as a messenger, but 
when Charley proved that he did not 
have to open the big grate door in 
front of the prison to walk to freedom 
the keeper gave itup, The boy could 
flatten Bis little body out and crawl 
through the grated door with ease, 
Then he was locked in a cell. But it 
was not long before the deputies 
learned that Charley had a habit of 
crawling through the aperture in the 
barred door through which a prisoner’s 
food is generally passed to him. He 
never attempted toleave the prison, 
but would make free use of the corri- 
dors, and write questions on the slate 
given him when he entered the prison 
and get the old prisoners to answer 
him.

True Inwardness of Mayer’s Connec- 
tion With the Sewer Contract. 


A Visit to the Sewer Farm—What the 
Councilmen Say—Other Items of 
Local Interest—P 
und Brevities. 


The Pasadena columns of Tuesday's issue 
of THE TIMES made plain the fact that ex- 
City Engineer Maver, by his active partict- 
pation in opposing the awarding of a con- 
tract for pavihg the ‘business streets of 
town, according to the specifications as 
drawn up by City Engineer Sedwick, 
caused Mayor Weed to give vent to a 
torcible expréssion of opinion derogatory 


to Mr. Mayer's ability as a civil engineer, 
especially ig the line of matters pertaining 


to sewers and sanitation; in other words, 
the Mayor intimated to those assembled at 
the Council meeting on Monday in language 
too plain to be mjsunderstood that Mr. 
Mayer's opinion or belief on any subject 
whatever would have po weight with the 
Council in view of that gentleman's unsat- 
isfactory sérvices in superintending the 
aying of the sewer system. It was plain 
that Mayor Weed meant exactly what he 
said, while the fact was equaliy evident 
that all the members of Council shared his 
Mr. Mayer deemed the Mayor’s re- 


marks of sufficient importance to make re- 


ply to the length of a couple of columns 
yesterday afternoonin a local contempo- 
rary, all of which goes to show 
that Mr. Mayer and the City Council 
are at outs on a matter of considerable im- 
portance. Strange to say, the difficulty 
has net before come before public notice. 
THE TIMES reporter, therefore, spent the 
greater part of yesterday afternoon in in- 
vestigating the true inwardness of the sub- 
ject, and this, be. it understood, without 
anv reference to the existing controversy 
on the paving question. The investigation 


included a visit to the sewer farm, and: 


what was learned is briefly outlined below. 
To start with—the. City Council is'com- 
posed of five members, all of whom are 


emphatic in the opinion that Mr. Mayer is 


a total failure as a sanitary engineer. 
This is simply printed as a matter of news, 
and must not be construed in the light of 
an outside reflection on Mr. Mayer’s abilitv 
in the line of his chosen profession. 
the survey for the main outfall sewer pipe 
jad been completed, Mr. Mayer was ap- 
pointed to draw up specifications and over- 
see .the laying of pipe from a short dis- 
tance south of Raymond Hill to the sewer 
farm. He was to be paid $750 
for his services. Hedrewup the speci- 
cations, which were adopted. {t should 
be stated in this connection that the 
Councilmen say Mr. Mayer was not limited 
by the amount of money on hand to be de- 
voted to sewer purposes, nor was he in- 
structed to prepare the specifications with 
aview tothe expenditure of any certain 
Sum. Vitrified pipe with cement joints was 


» ghosen as the proper medium for convey- 


ing Pasadena's sewage to the sewer farm, 
and the work went gaily on until one day 
last fall, when Mr*Mayer came before the 
Council with acertificate to theeffect that 
the job had been completed according to 

e specifications. and that if conveient he 
would take his $750. TheCouncil took Mr. 
Mayer in good faith and paid his bill. 
Shortly afterward they were called upon to 
regret this action, for divers reasons, chief 
among which was a decided tendency on 
the partof the pipesto burst and of the 
joints to leak. As farsouth as the South- 
ern Pacific tracks, below Alhambra, the 
sewer mainruns ona steady down grade 


_and the vitrified pipe and joints conducted 


themselres with perfect propriety. But 
just south of the railroad crossing a gate 
was placed in the main to force sewage up 
to the highest point in Mr. Bishop’s orange 


That 
is, Mr. Mayer had so arranged it 
without the knowledge oor consent 


of the Council, and when this fact 
became. known to the members of the 
board the only alternative was either to 


build a cesspool in front of the residence of | 


every Alhambran for some distance up the 
street or else lay a second pipe connecting 
with the main for Mr. Bishop's especial 
Wenefit. @f two evils the least was chosen, 
and the second pipe was laid at the expense 
of the city. The Council had all the time 
known that Mr. Bishop’s land was to re- 
ceive the benefit of sewerage on certain 
Stipulated days, but not one of the board 
supposed for a moment that it was to be 
done by pressure. An unfortunate word. 
iug of the contract, however, made this

Below this the councilmen state that Mr. 
Mayer did not tollow the pipe line marked 
out. Instead of laying the pipe on the 
summitof a slight elevation that curves 
around in a southeasterly direction, he 
laid it along the base of the hill and thence 
to the west boundary of the farm. Here 
the pipe line goes up and down, 
following the natural elevation of the 
land, and whenever a back pressure has 
thus been caused the vitrified pipes have 
burst and the joints leaked in wholesale 
fashion. Indeed, during the past two 
months there has been a continual patching 
up of old pipes and laying of new ones, and 
only yesteraan a leak at one place near the 
south end of the distributing main pro. 
duced an offensive odor that pervaded the 
atmosphere for a very considerable dis- 
tance. In one place nearly seven hundred 
feet of vitrified pipe had to be replaced by 
iron pipe purchased atthe city’s expense, 
and not far distant an equal Jength of pipe 
had to be fern up and laid over again, 
while the intervening. joints have been 
patched up time and again. The Council. 
men futher assert that the specifications 
were not followed in any important partic- 
ular. Itisstated that the contractor, Mr. 
Hughes, who was at Redland much of the 
time that the work was being carried on, 
and who trusted to Mr. Mayer to see 
that it was propery. executed, ex- 
pressed himself in language far more 
torcible than eloquent upon his return, 
when he gazed upon the bunghHng job that 
The specifications 
called for sulphur joints for some distance 


' north of the Southern Pacific track to with- 


stand the pressure caused by the gate. In- 
vestigation proved that not an ounce of 
sulphur was used in these joints, and yet 
Mr. Mayer certified that the work had been 
carried out according to the specifications. 


- At the time the bids were opened one of the 


bidders stated that he would lower his bid

A “deadlock"’ within fifteen minutes aft 
the new Board of City Trustees organize 


‘| Was what happened at the City Hall Mon- 


day night. The new board is now com- 
posed of Messrs. Edinger, Whitson, Hunt, 
Hankey and Pitman, the two last named 
gentlemen being the two new members. 
Messrs. Neill and Goodwin were the retir- 
ing members. It has been pretty generally 
understood for several days that the old 
members of the board and the new mem- 
bers were likely to not be as harmonious 
as they ought to be, but an illustration of 
this lack of harmony was not expected to 
bloom out toany great extent in the first 
meeting of the Council. In this, however, 
the spectators were disappointed, for in 
less than fifteen minutes after C. C, Ed- 
inger, the .newly elected chairman, had 
made a neat little speech thanking the 
board for the honor conferred upon him, 
there was a real old-fashioned dead-lock— 
two against two--the new members against 
the old members. The old members wanted 
to proceed at once tothe election of acorps 
of officers. The new members desired ac- 
tion on this important matter to be de- 
ferred until the next regular meeting, as 
they were not prepared to vote intelli- 
gently upon the various candidates. There 
was an evident desire on the part of the old 
members to make them vote anyway, for 
Chairman Edinger: furnished .the key 
to the lock when he cast the de- 
ciding vote in favor of  proceed- 
ing . at once with the. election of 
officers. But Messrs. Pitman and Hankey 
do not like to be forced. They, therefore, 
retused to drink, simply. because they had 
been led to the trough, and at once pulled 
back on the strap. Mr. Whitson took hold 
of the reins, so to speak, gently, but firmly, 
and gave them a yank that would unjoint 
the neck of an average Councilman, while 
Mr. Hunt exclaimed, ‘‘Whoa! you are go- 
ing too far.’

Trial of the Hyland Divorce 
Suit Commenced. 


The Wife Charges Extreme Cruelty 
in Many Instances, | 


While the Husband Alleges Many 
Acts of Adultery,  _ 


Probate Business Disposed of by Judge 
Clark—Tho Santa Ke Daihage Sult 
in the United States Court— 
Court Notes. 


It required twelve years for Mary B. 
and J. W. Hyland to find out that 


| marriage with them had been a failure, 


and that it was best they should part. 
The wife was the first to come to the 
conclusion that legal separation would 
be desirable, and she accordingly, on 
the ist of this month, brought suit 
looking toward the attainment of her 
wish. As grounds upon which the 
complaint was based a long category of 
events, revealing details of inharmon- 
ious and antagonistic dispositions in 


the domestic life of the Hyland family | 


were set forth in all their offensive as- 
pects. According to Mrs. Hyland’s 
story the pair were married in Aurora, 
Ill., on the 22d day of September, 1880, 
That 
since the marriage she had beén treated 
in an inhuman and cruel manner by her 


-| husbands who, while they were living on 


Hope street in January of 1891, did as- 
sault and threaten to kill her witha 
butcher knife. At the same time he 
cursed her and called her a ‘‘chippy”’ 
and other such vulgar names. Again, 
in October of the year following, at 
their home on Sixteenth street, he 
caught her by the throat while she and 
her child were in bed and with the 
other hand seized a lamp with which he 
threatened to smash her in the face, 
once more calling her vile names and 
accusing her of infidelity and of having 
committed adultery. During the January 
previous he had thrown her upona 
lounge and placed his knee upon her 
stomach in no delicate manner. This 
was alldone in the presence of their 
child. At another time he appropri- 
ated $11, which she had earned by sew- 
ing, and spent it for hisownuse. He 


| had declared, too, that if she tried to 


get a divorce he would take the child 
and leave the State. He was employed 
by the cable railway company as grip- 
man, and:received, she believed, $80 
per month, and had saved up atthe 
present time $500. A decree of di- 
vorce and custody of the child were, 
therefore, asked for. tg 

There was another side to the story, 


however, equally as damaging, and this 


the husband did not delay long in em- 
bodying in his answer. He stated that 
his wife had committed repeated adul- 
tery with one Enoch Griffin, whom he 
designated as a tin-horn gambler. He 
had one night returned home and found 
his wife at her sewing-machine and 


- | accused her of having illicit intercourse 


with the man, at the same time exhib- 
iting a letter that he had found ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Hyland from the fellow. 
Mrs. Hyland started up from her work 


| at the words, and ran toward him with 


the shears in her hands, exclaiming: 
“If you repeat it I will stab you to the 
heart.’? Another time he had reached 
the house and found her sitting talking 
toa young fellow known as Jimmy. 
Naturally being enraged at the circum- 
stance Hyland asked ‘‘Jimmy’’ what he 
was doing there. He replied, ‘lam 

friend of your wife’s.”’ 

Then Hyland’s passion rose, and he 
retorted: ‘‘Youhad better get out of 
here or I will break your neck.”’ be 

“I guess you had better go, Jimmy,” 
the loving wife had suggested, adding: 
‘Tf you go I will go, too.’’ And go she 
did with the visitor, to return in the 
course of half an hour alone. 

All things considered, Hyland thought 
that it was he who should be granted 
the divorce and the care of the child. 

The case came up yesterdayin Judge 
Van Dyke’s department, and witnesses 
were examined for the plaintiff on the 
cross-complaint entered by the hus- 
band. On the stand Hyland related all 
of the above and a good deal more in 
defense of his actions and as a_ reason 
why he should be entitled to first con- 
sideration in the matter of granting a 
divorce. Apacket of very racy and 
sentimental correspondence, said to 
have been passe@ between Mrs. Hyland 
and the man Griffin, were read and filed 
as exhibits in evidence.

WHY HORSES GO LAME. 


Evils Caused by Improper Shoein g—Point- 
ers for Blacksmiths, 

To the Editor: I have four horses 
which I work in light teaming. Two of 
them go lame every time they are shod. 
The horseshoer I patronize is accounted 
class. th, but something 
is wrong. Can you give me any point- | 
ers on the subject? TEAMSTER. 

Answer—It is found that most foot 
maladies, resulting from horseshoeing, 
are due toan uneven and unbalanced 
wall (all that part of the hoof that is 
visible below the hair when the foot is 
placed upon the oe) in connection 
with an undue ‘height of heel. If the 
heels are allowed to grow too high the 
greater part of the weight is thrown 
forward upon the bone structure of the 
limb and the bones of the foot are 
forced forward against the wall in 
front. 

Inflammation of the foot and sorenesy 
in the joints and bones soon follow such 
acourse. If the toes, on the contrary, 


are allowed to grow too long, then the 


preponderence of weight is thrown 
upon the fiexor tendons, which are on 
the back side of the foot, and these 
tendons become inflamed. The hoofs 
must, therefore, be pared in such 
a way that the weight of the animal 
is equally distributed between the 
bones and flexortendons. If one heel 
is permitted. to grow higher than 
the other, bruises on the high heel, 
called corns, Will result. Horses with 
weak, tender or bruised soles may fora 
time require leather or waterproof 
pads, but as the sole grows these should 
be discontinued. They are never re- 
quired in healthy feet where the sole, 
which is the best and most natural pro 
tection, is allowed to grow undisturbed 
by the knife. Horses with cocns should 
have their shoes made witha wide in- 
side web, which rests upon the bars, or 
have for atime the barshoe. The last 
nail on the inside should also be dis- 
pensed with and the seat of the corn or 
bruise carefully pared out without in- 
juring either the frog or bars. 

Groggy horses should have the toe 
shortened and turned up, and the shoes 
made light and-nicely fitted. Over- 
reach or cutting of the heel of the fore- 
foot with the shoe of the hind foot is 
remedied by filing around the posterior 
edge of the toe and keeping 
that shoe as far back as possible on the 
foot. 

These points were derived from the 
article on horseshoeing found on page

THE BENTLEY TRIAL 


Some Decidedly Sensational Tes- 
timony Brought Out. 


A Witness for the State Gives Strong 
Evidence for the Defensse.. 


The Undertaker Declares the Body 
| Been Tampered With. 


The Servant Girl’s Testimony Dissected 

and Many Discrepancies Developed 
ination—The 
Coroner’s Evidence. 


The trial of the Bentley murder case 
Was resumed before Judge Smith and a 
jury in Department One vesterday, the 
courtroom being -literally packed with 
Spectators, among whom were a large 
number of fashionably dressed ladies, 
who evinced a lively interest in the 
proceedings. 

Most of the day’s session was con- 
sumed in the examination of a French 
servant girl, who narrated a _ blood- 
curdling story of the closing scene of 
the tragedy, which, however, she ut- 
terly failed to substantiate upon cross- 
examination. 

The sensation of the day was created 
by Undertaker Cussen, who, uncon- 


‘| sciously, perhaps, but none theless cer- 


tainly, discovered the clew to the de- 
fense, by stating that the body of Mrs. 
Bentley had been moved from the posi- 
tion in which he left it, after embalm- 


| ing, between the hours of 10 a.m. and 


2 p.m. of the date upon which she died. 
Very fair progress was made, on the 

whole, eight witnesses being called and 

examined for the prosecution during 

the day. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

There being no ex parte business on 


Judge Smith’s calendar, the case was 
called promptly at:10 o’clock, the first 


witness being Public Administrator 
Frank M. Kelsey, who briefly testified 
to the effect that in February last, 
shortly after he went into office, he was 
appointed as special administrator of 
the estate of Mrs. Gregoria Reyes de 
Bentley, deceased, and as such, took an 
inventory of all the personal property 
in the residence of deceased, on Sev- 
enth street, near Wall. When he went 
down to the house, he found two of De- 
tective Lawson’s men in charge of the 
place. William F. Nordholt and Attor- 
ney Hayford accompanied him. There 
were several trunks in the house, but 
no attempt was made to open them un- 
til Attogney Hayford wanted to take 
one of them away. Witness then gota 
bunch of keys from the Sheriff's office, 
and this particular trunk was opened 
by Hayford and the contents examined. 
Among -other things found in it was a 
small hand satchek- which, upon being 
opened, was found to contain a piece of 
paper and a small vial, in which were 
some white crystals. The;satchel and 
its contents were taken by witness to 
the District. Attorney’s office, and from 
there to the-office of Notary Public 
James, who séaléd them officially, and 
placed them in witness’ hands for safe- 
keeping. They were next turned over 
to the custody of the clerk of the Police 
Court, at the preliminary examination. 
Witness: having thoroughly identified 


the satchel and a smal! glass bottle, 


Assistant District Attorney Skinner 
apologized to the Court for having to go 
about the matter in a broken way, but 
explained that, as the articles were re- 
sealed by the notary after the prelimin- 
ary examination, it would be necessary 
to call him in order to show that fact 
before proceeding further. 

Judge Smith then asked the witness 
afew questions for the purpose of 
tracing the satchel from the trunk to 
the Police Court, and sustained the ob- 
jections of defendant’s counsel to. fur- 
ther questions regarding the trunk, it 
being shown that defendant was not 
present. 

Mr. Kelsey was thereupon temporar- 
ily excused, and Notary Public W. S. 
James was called for the purpose of 
identifying the articles and seals and 
showing when and,where the seals were 
affixed. 

Upon cross-examination witness ad- 
mitted that he did not particularly 
notice the vial when he affixed the 
first seal, because Attorney Hayford 
held it in his hand during the operation,: 
but it appeared to be the same so far 
as he was able to judge, and the seals 
were identical with those affixed by 
himself. 

Public Administrator Kelsey was 
then recalled,;-and-stated that he first 
saw the vial when the satchel was 
taken out of thetrunk. Parts of its 


contents were retained by the District. 


Attorney, Nordholdt, and Hayford be- 
fore it was sealed up. 

“The satchel and its contents were 
thereupon offered and introduced in 
evidence, the defendant’s counsel rais- 
ing no objections thereto. 

Upon crors-examination witness 
stated that Bentley was in jail when he 
made the inventory of the personal 
property, and of course had no control 
over the propery during that time. 
Witness did not know, of hisown knowl- 
edge, where the keys with which he 
opened the trunk came from, but he 
heard that thev had been taken from 
Bentley’s clothing at the jail. The 
trunk in which the satchel had been 
found was a plain one, but -as wit- 


ness was there for the sole purpose of | 


taking an inventory, he did not examine 
the lock, when Attorney Hayford opened 
the trunk.: 

Upon redirect examination it was 


brought out that the work of taking the. 


inventory occupied three or four days, 
and that the trunk was not opened until 
the last day. Meanwhile, one of the 
two men put there by Detective Lawson 
had been placed in charge of the prem- 
ises by the witness. iat 
. W. F. Nordholt, the complainant, was 
then recalled for the purpose of identi- 
fying the satcheland its contents, he 
having been present when they were 
taken out of the trunk. 

The next witness called was Miss 
Clothilde Huarcade, who was employed 
as a house servant by Mrs. Bentley. 
Through the medium of an interpreter 


she testified in Spanish to the effect’ 


that prior to the death of Mrs. Bentley, 
which occurred on the morning of Janu- 


ary 1 last, she had worked for deceased 


one month. 

She arose at 6:30 o'clock on New 
Year’s morning, and, ‘after preparing 
breakfast, went into the bedroom occu- 

ied by Mrs. Bentley and her husbind., 
t was then about 8 o’clock. Mrs. 
Bentley was in. bed, frothing at the 
mouth, her tongue lolling out, her arms 
drawn up and her eyes wide open. She 
was evidently inaspasm. Bentley was 
dressing hurriedly and announced that 
but when 


| witness went over to his wife and at- 


that the bottles, 


tempted to raise her head defendant 
said roughly: ‘‘Leave her alone; let 
her die.’’ 

Bentley then went out to get a doctor, 
and soon afterward a stout lady came 
in, followed closely by Mrs. Pouyfourcat, 
a.daughter of the deceased. Mrs. 
Bentley was dead when the doctor 
came. Witness did not see Bentley 
again until about 10 o’clock, when he 
brought another doctor. | 

Prior tothat day Mrs. Bentley did 
not seem to be very sick, for she was 
alwavs about. She had, however, fre- 
quently seen Bentley giving his wife 
medicines, and heard deceased object 
to them, because they gave her colic. 
Upon one occasion she heard Mrs. Bent- 
ley say: “Ido not want any more of 
these medicines; they are nasty, and 
you want to kill me.’’ Bentley-always 
administered the medicines before 
meals, and took them from his vest 
pocket. Witness had seen him give 
his wife two kinds, one of which looked 
like coffee, while the other resembled 
table salt. He gave her a coffee spoon- 
ful in a glass of water; sometimes 
mixing: both medicines, and at other 
times giving them separately. She 
could not see the-labels on the medi- 
cine bottles, because Bentley always 
held his hand over them. Upon 
one occasion, when deceased wanted to 
know why he gave her such nasty stuff, 
Bentley said: ‘‘It is none of your busi- 
ness.’’ Another time witness saw 
Bentley standing over his wife, glass in 
hand. She was crying, but Bentley 
kissed and petted her, and she then 
drank the medicine. 

Upon cross-examination Attorney 
Goodrich examined witness very closely 
as to her antecedents. She stateg that 
she was born at Boussac, in France, but 
she neither knew what province that 
town was in, nor the year in which she 
was born, nor how old she was. She 
could neither read nor write, except 
to scrawl her own name. She left 
France a year ago, and landed in New 
York, whence she came out here di- 
rectly. Thenshetook a trip to San 
Francisco, and, upon her return, went 
to wock for Mrs. Bentley. She had al- 
ways gone by-her right name, and no 
other. 

A photograph was shown witness by 
Mr. Goodrich, but as she denied that 
she knew whose it was, the wily attor- 
ney did not exhibit it to | one else. 

Prosecuting Attorney Skinner ob- 
jected to further questions on this line 
as not proper cross-examination, at 
this juncture, anda heated debate en- 
sued. Mr. Goodrich stated that. he 
proposed to show that this witness had 
gone by another name, and had beenin- 
troduced to a Mrs. Smith by a man 
named Johnson as his wife, that she 
had left-a baby with Mrs. Smith, and, 
after Mrs. Bentley’s death, taken it 
away again. 

Judge Smith was of the opinion that 
this matter, not being material to the 
issue, the defense could not lay their 
foundation for the impeachment of the 
witness on it, but Mr. Anderson .ar- 
gued that the jury was entitled to know 
all about the witness, before being 
called upon to judge as to her credi- 
bility, and the Court allowed counsel to 
proceed. | 

Witness, however, denied stoutly that 
she had ever gone by any other name 
than her own, and asthe Court sustained 
the objections of the prosecution to all 
questions for the purpose of showing 


| that she was a mother, the defense 


turned their attention to the death of 
Mrs. Bentley and called upon the wit- 
ness to repeat her graphic story of the 
tragedy. | 

A recess was then declared until 2 
o’clock p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Upon, reconvening at that hour the 


cross-examination of the witness was. 


resumed. She stated that immediately 
after he had told hertolet Mrs. Bent- 
ley die, Bentley dressed himself and 
went out’after the doctor. The stout 
woman came in just after he left the 
house. With reference to the two med- 
icines, witness stated that she had seen 
Bentley administer the coffee-colored 
and salt-like substances frequently dur- 
ing the month she remained at the 
house. She did not, however, see him 
give deceased any medicjne on the 
morning of her death. 

Mr. Goodrich then asked the witness 
why she never mentioned the fact that 
she had seen Bentley mix the two med- 
icines in a glass of water upon either of 
the previous occasions upon which she 
had been examined. | 

Attorney Denis objected to the ques- 
tion, claiming that this was not the 
proper way in which to contradict the 
witness, but the Court overruled the ob- 

In response to the question witness 
stated that she did testify to that effect 
upon both occasions, but, as Mr. Denis, 
in making his objection, had stated spe- 
cifically that there was nothing in the 
transcript of the testimony to that ef- 
fect, her statement created somewhat of 
a mild sensation. 

. An effort was made to show by the 
witness that she knew that the coffee- 
colored medicine was cascara, ani that 


the white stuff was epsom salts, both of 


which were administered becuuse Mrs. 
Bentley was suffering from chronic con- 
stipation, but she professed ignorance 
on this subject. . 

_ When confronted with her testimony, 
given at the Coroner’s inquest, witness 
denied that she stated that she had seen 
Bentley administer both medicines 
three times a day, claiming that she re- 
ferred to the coffee-colored drug only, 

In one breath the witness then stated 
that she could not see the labels on the 
bottles, which Bentley took out of his 
pocket, because he held his hand over 
them, but in the next admitted that 
Bentley never made any effort to hidé@ 
the fact that he was giving her medi- 
cine from any one. It was also shown 
by the witness that there was no one 
else upon the premises who could ad- 
minister medicine to his wife, as he and 
witness were the only persons in the 
house. 

She never heard Mrs. Bentley com- 
plain of heart failure, or of anything 
else, but she knew she always had 
trouble. 

‘She stated that she had looked all 
over tte room for the medicine, at Mrs. 
Bentley’s request. She did not know 
that there was a cupboard full of 
bottles in the room, nor did she know 
coutaining the two 
medicines referred to, stood upon a 


‘shelf in the room all the time. 


She was questioned very closely as to 
the appearance of the deceased when 


she saw her in bed just before she died, . 


and repeated her story over and over 
again. 


Witness denied that she told! Mrs. de 


la Reyes or any one else on the morn- 
ing of Mrs. Bentley’s death that de- 
ceased was getting» up, but fell back 
and died without a struggle. She also 
denied that she had told a similar story 
to Mrs. Smith onthat day or at any 
other time, although she admitted that 
she knew Mrs. Smith. She again de- 
nied emphatically that she had ever 
lived with Mrs. Smith, or even knew 
where she lived. She stated that she 


remained at Bentley 's house for six

from there went to Mrs. Boutier’s and 
Dr. Ybarronda’s houses. 

An effort was made to show that for 
the first week after going to Dr. Ybar- 
ronda’s house she spoke in the kindest 
of terms of Bentley, but that after that 
she could not say anything mean 
enough about him, but the Court sabe 
tained the objection of counsel for the 
prosecution to th line of examination, 
and Mr. Goodrich thereupon stated that 
he had no further questions to ask her. 

Upo#* redirect examination witness 
Stated that during her residence in the 
Bentley house she never saw a doctor 
visit Mrs. Bentley, who left the house 
once aday with unfailing regularity. 
Witness admitted that she had ‘never 
seen any one die before, and that she 
did not closely examine Mrs. Bentley to 
ascertain whether or not there were 
re signs of life when she saw her in 
bed. 3 

On cross-examination the defense at- 
tempted to prove by the witness that 
Bentley always did everything his wife 
asked him {to do, but the Court sus- 
tained the, objectionsjof the prosecu- 
ting attorney to the question, and the 
witness was allowed to’ stand aside, 
after having been upon the rack for 
two bours and a half. 

James C. Cussen was. then called by 
the prosecution. His testimony was 
to the effect that he wasa member of 
the firm of Hopkins, Cussen & Cunning: 
ham, undertakers, doing business at No. 
139 South Main st. On the morning of 
January 1 last, in response toa sum- 
mons, he went to the Bentley residence 
about 9:40 o’clock, accompanied by his 
partner, T. J. Cunningham. He found 
the body of Mrs. Bentley in bed, 
guarded by Mrs. Pouyfourcat.and an- 
other lady. The body was laid upona 
cooling board, washed and embalmed, 
this office being performed by injecting 
embalming fluid into an artery under 
one of the arms, and intothe abdomi- 
nal cavity. The body was then clothed 
and removed to another room, where it 
was left upon thecooling board. Just 
as witness left the room William Nord- . 
holt came in. Between the hours of 
2 and 3 o’clock in the afternoon hefTe- 
turned to the house, Bentley having in. 
tormed him that there was a slight dis- 
charge from the mouth and nostrils of 
the corpse. He then found that the 
body had been tampered with, the po 
sition being changed, and the heac 
turned awry. 

This statement created a decided sen 
sation in the courtroom, and it was evi 
dent from the triumphant smiles whict 
beamed upon the faces of Bentley and 
his counsel that this was a point upor 
which the defense laid no little stress. 

Wiéness, proceeding, stated that 
about sundown he placed the body in a 
casket, leaving the sliding glass pane! 
in the lid open, and went away again. 
Next morning he took some candles and 
the plate for the casket up to the house, 
and at 2 o’clock in the afternoon in- 
terred the remains at Rosedale Ceme- 
tery. 

Upon cross-examination witness was 
very closely questioned as to the posi- 
tion in which he left the body upon the 
cooling board, in the morning, and as to 
the difference inthe position when he 
returned in the afternoon. He stated 
that he did not’ know how it, occurred, 
but he hag an idea upon the subject. 

The progecution vigorously objected 
to the witness stating his ideas and the 
Court sustained the objection. Witness 
stated, -however, that it looked as 
though some one had taken the 
body by the shoulders and moved it. 
The coffin was open all night, that is, 
the bust plate was not screwed on, and 
the sliding glass panel was open. 

John Verwort, superintendent of the 
Rosedale Cemetery, was then called for 
the purpose of showing that Mrs Bent- 
ley’s body was buried there on January 
2, and disinterred on January 28 by or- 
der of the Coroner. It was locked up 
in a vault by witness, and next day the 
Coroner and two doctors opened the 
coffin, took out the body and removed 
The body was reburied, 
but again disinterred for the purpose of 
removing the brain. 

Upon cross-examination witness ad: 
mitted that he did not see Mrs. Bentley 
after death, before the burial, but he 
could not be induced to admit that he 
did not know, of his own knowledge, 
that it was Mrs. Bentley’s body which 
was interred, because he recognized her 
when the coftin was opened, and also 
because the Health Officer’s certficate 
stated that it was Mrs. Bentley. 

Coroner H. C. Cates, M. D., then tes- 


tified to the fact that on January 28 he 
_caused the disinterment of the body ot 


the deceased, and the next day, accom- 
panied by Drs. Weldon, and Wernigk, 
removed the heart, stomach and liver 
from the corpse. These organs were 
placed ina newtin pailand taken to 
Hance’s drug store, where they were 
sealed up by a notary publicin a cup- 
board. The brains were subsequently 
removed from the bodyjand turned over 
to Dr. Wernigk, and later on the kid- 
neys and a piece of flesh off one of the 
legs were removed by another physi- 
cian. 

Upon cross-examination the Coroner 
Was reluctantly compelled to admit 
that as he did not know Mrs. Bentley 
in her lifetime he did not know of his 
own knowledge whether or not the, body 
which he had ordered disinterred was 
that of the deceased woman, and Mr. 
Goodrich smilingly excused the wit- 
ness without further questions. 

Anthony Schwamm, the notary pub- 
lic who sealed up the cupboard at 
Hance’s drug store after the tin pail 
containing the heart and stomach of 
deceased had been placed therein, tes- 
tified to having broken and affixed his 
seals several times in the presence of 
Dr. Wernigk and Druggist Hance, and 
at the close of his examination, Court 
adjourned for the day, the matter going 
over until 10 one, this morning.

The freight agents of Los Afigeles 
roads, who worked for ten daysizo find 
a means of knocking out the threat- 
ened rate-cutting by the Keweenaw 
boat from. San Francisco, and ad- 
journed Saturday evening without ac- 
complishing much, are now going it 
alone. The entrance of the Keweenaw 
in the field, with greatly reduced rates” 
to Los Angelés, in coéperation with the 
Redondo road, entirely upset the local 
agreement to maintain rates between 
the city and the Paoific seaboard. The 
Redéndo road having kicked over 
the traces made it necessary to 

revise ‘the terms of ‘the agree- 
mept thus violated. This prob- 
lem kept the traffic men arguing 
and debating from 9 a.m.to5 p.m. 
every day of the meeting. All proposi- 
tions broached seemed to have loop- 
holes in them which were objectionable 
to the other roads. The object of the 
meetings thus failed of accomplishment 
up to the time of adjournment. Then 
it was resolved that each line should 
keep a record of the business done to 
and from the seaports for a specified 
time, and on the showing thu? made to 
form the new pool. The result will be 
that the railway lines and the Pacific 
Coast steamship line will form a 
stronger pool than ever before and cut 
rates below those made by the Kewee- 
naw-Redondo line. This, it thought, 
will deprive the Redondo road of all its 
San Francisco busines’, and’ compel it 
to maintain rates according to the old 
agreement. The only hitch to the 
formation of this pool is the question of 
a basis for divisions. 
| COASTWISE STEAMERS. 

San Franetsco, April 18,—]By the 
Associated Press.] An important meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Traffic Association of California was 
heid today. One of the matters under 
consideration was the effort of what is 
known as the Merchant's Freighting 
Association to raise a guarantee fund 
for the establishment of competing 
lines of coastwise steamers befween 
San Francisco, Redondo and San Pedro, 
for the promotion of trade between | 
various parts of the State at reasona- 
ble .freight rates. The Merchants’ 
Freighting Association is distinct from 
the Merchants’ Shipping Association. 
The shipping association controls the 
movements of the clipper line between 
New York and San _ Francisco. 
The freighting association is for 
the moving of freights on the 
Pacific Coast as a trade _ propo- 
sition that will prove beneficial to all 
the sections to be reached by its opera- 
tions, and its ultimate aim is to estab- 
lish navigation lines on the rivers of 
California. Upon the showing made

Sprinkled sre Frequently. 

“A Taxpayer’ writes to Tue Tres 
stating that the citizens of Los An- 
geles are undoubtedly a progressive 
peopie, and calling attention to the 
fact that some months ago there was an 
imposing parade of street sprinklers, 
attired in new coats of paint.

HUNG HIMSELF, 


Suicide of a Despondent Com- 
mercial Traveler. 


Charles A. Smith of Boston Strangles 
Himself With a Shawi Strap. 


Suspended from a Bedpost in His 
Room at the Westminster. 


The Tragedy Kept # Secret by the OM- 
cials and the Hotel People for 
Forty-eight Hours—Telegrams 

from His Employers, 


A traveling man of Boston named 
Charles A. Smith committed ‘suicide by 
hanging himself from a hedpost ip his 
room at the Westminster Hotel on Sun- 
day night. The body was not discov- 
ered until about 5 o’clock on Monday 
evening, and even then the fact of the 
tragedy was kept a secret by the hotel 
proprietors, Coroner and undertakers 
for the space of another twenty-four 
hours. It leaked out yesterday after- 
noon, however, and. by diligent inquiry 
the details were finally unearthed. 

Smith was a man apparently about 
53 or 54 years old, and came out from 
the East in the capacity of a drummer 
for the crockery tirm of McDuffee & 
Stratton. On Saturday last he visited 
the store of Z. L. Parmelee to see a 
friend who worked there, and also to 
make arrangements with Mr. Parmelee 
regarding some sales. Woting that 


Smith appeared somewhat ont of 
sorts, the friend, whose name 
was Bennett, visited him at the 


hotel in. the evening and endeavored 
to cheer him up.. When he arose to go, 
Smith asked him to stay all night, but 
as Bennett’s family expected him home, 
the invitation was necessarily declined. 
Smith made some remarks about not 
thinking that he would be able to sleep, 
anyhow, as Bennett left the place. 
Hearing nothing further from Smith, 
Mr. Parmelee went to the hotel Mon- 
day noon and inquired for him. The 
clerk sent the visitor’s card up to the 
room, but the bellboy returned with the 
statement that Mr. Smith was not in. 


| When the gentleman called again ater 


in the day, he was told that Smith was 
dead. The bellboy in looking over the 
transom had discovered his dead body , 
suspended from a bedpost by a shawl- 
strap. 

So successful were the parties first 
mentioned in suppressing the matter 
that even the customers of Mr. Smith 
were not apprised of the fact until 
late last night. One of these received 


|.a telegram from McDuffee & Stratton of 


Boston, reading as follows: ‘‘It is re- 
ported here that our man Smith has 
committed suicide. Is such the case?’’ 
Starting our to investigate, with the 
telegram as a clew, they succeeded, 
finally, in verifying the truth of the re- 
port. 

The remains of Mr. Smith were taken 
toa Main street undertaking. estab- 
lishment, and it is understood that they 
will be embalmed and sent East today.
